Note: 

Besides addition and sub traction in ARC and TIME 
mode, we may use them to average the observed altitude 
and time if the multiple observations were made. 
Do not forget to make the decimal point properly when 
entering the figures in TIME or ARC mode. For 
instance, 35 minutes 43 seconds must be keyed as 
.3543. Similarly V.9 in arc must be keyed as .019.
